This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: There are four distinct species of motor configurations 
disclosed to which claims are directed, Fig. 5, Fig. 6, Fig. 7, and an 
unillustrated embodiment employing a gearing between the fan and pump 
impeller (page 9). In addition, there are three distinct subspecies of electric 
motor to which claims are directed: DC brushless, DC brush, and AC motor. 

The species are independent or distinct because they involve mutually 
exclusive features/ characteristics (different magnet locations, shapes, etc.). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C, 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species of motor configuration (Fig. 5, 6, 7, or the unillustrated geared 
embodiment) and a single disclosed species of electric motor (DC brushless, DC 
brush, or AC motor) for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.
